Among other changes of the Rules of Procedure which the 


Conference made at Cleveland, was the new plan of the Committee 
on Organization. 


Members -of the Conference who have worked on that com- 
mittee in the past will well remember how burdensome the duty 
was; how it interfered with attending the Conference meetings; 
how it took practically the whole time of the committee from the 


day it was appointed until the report was made to the Conference, 
usually on the last day but one. 


Under the new plan the President must appoint the”’Committee 
on Organization, which consists of thirteen members, three months 
before the Conference meets. The work of the committee is limit- 
ed to deciding upon the topics which are to be considered by the 
next succeeding Conference, choosing the titles of the committees 
which are to be asked to prepare the program and nominating the 


chairman and vice-chairman of each committee, and some of the 
other members.

At other points it offers a commanding view of Puget Sound 
and interior bodies of water. with the Olympics on the west, the Cas- 
cades on the east, and Mt. Rainier towering in their midst. This varied 
topography offers a scenic combination that cannot be surpassed by any 
eity in the world. 

Other features, not yet definitely arranged, will be announced later, 

The Y. W. C. A. of Seattle desires to give . special reception 
and extend personal courtesies to all members of the Y. W. C. A. 
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who may be visiting the city. The Seattle Y. W. C. A. has pleasant 
rooms for transient guests, and will take particular pleasure in 
caring for visiting members. 


SEEING SEATTLE AND SIDE TRIPS. 


The City of Seattle is thirteen and a half miles long from its 
northern to its southern boundary, and two miles in width from Billiott 
Bay to Lake Washington, embracing an area of sixty square miles. 
Seattle has a complicated topography resulting from exterior and in- 
terior bodies of water. Hills rise from the water’s edge to an elevation 
of four hundred feet, sloping on the east toward Lake Washington, a 
body of water twenty-two miles long and from one to four miles wide, 
with a shore line of eighty miles. 

Seattle offers numerous short trips, botl? by land and water. Electric 
street cars and automobiles make regular sight-seeing trips each day. 

Lake Washington—Round trip by steamer, one hour’s duration, 25 
cents. 

Mount Rainicr—Round trip to Mount Rainier Inn, $6.50. 

Ocean Beaches—Several rail lines reach the ocean beaches. Round ° 
trips from Seattle are as follows: Moclips, $6.50; Westport, $6.80; 
Breakers, $8.60; Liwaco, $8.60; Long Beach, $8.65; Nahcotta, $8.10; Sea- 
view, $8.75; Ocean Park, $8.25. 

The trip to Tacoma, through one of the most beautiful parts of the 
Sound, is made in one hour and forty-five minutes. Cost of round 
trip, 50 cents. 

The United States Navy Yard at Bremerton is reached in one hour 
and thirty minutes. Cost of round trip, 50 cents. 

Victoria, the capital of British Columbia, located on Vancouver 
Island, noted for its scenic properties, is just a few miles across the 
boundary line which divides the waters of the United States and British 
Columbia. The round trip to Victoria is $3.50. Steamers leave Seattle 
daily at 9 a. m., arriving in Victoria at 6 p. m. Steamer leaves Victoria 
at 11 p. m., arriving in Seattle at 7 a. m, 

Vancouver, British Columbia, located on the mainland, is reached 
by steamer, through one of the most beautiful sections of the Sound. 
Round trip $5.00. The same steamer that stops at Victoria goes on to 
Vancouver. 

Many points of interest are located on the various islands in the 
Sound, chief among which are Vashon and Bainbridge. All of these 
may be reached by steamer, at an average cost of 50 cents round trip. 
Motor boats may be chartered by a party at $4.00 per hour. Daily trips 
are made by steamer to more distant points, costing from $1 to $6 
round trip. 

Alaska—Four companies operate regular excursions from Seattle te 
Alaska. The round trip costs from $44 to $100, according to the length 
ef the tour, the shortest being six days and the longest sixteen days. 
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The rates include berth and meals. The steamship is your hotel for the 
entire trip. Steamers leave Seattle every few days. 

Southeastern Alaska Trip—Seattle to Ketchikan, Metlakahtla, 
Wrangel, Petersburg, Treadwell, Skagway, Juneau, Haines, Ft. Seward, 
Douglas, Sitka and Taku Glacier. 

Round trip, $66.00. Duration of trip, ten days. 

Southwestern Alaska Trip—Seattle to Ketchikan; Juneau, Skagway, 
Cordova, Valdez, Latouche, Seward. 

Round trip, $100. Duration of trip, fourteen to sixteen days. 

This trip, as operated by the Alaska Steamship Co., includes a side 
trip over the Copper River & Northwestern R. R. from Cordova to St. 
Charles and Miles Glaciers, a distance of fifty miles, 

Seattle to Ketchikan and return, $44.00.

Railroad Rates for the Conference 


Very great efforts have been made to secure a special Confer- 
ence rate for the meeting but these efforts have been unsuccessful. 


There are many Conferences and Conventions of various kinds 
meeting in the cities of the Pacific Coast during 1913, and a com- 
prehensive scheme of reduced rates has been arranged by the 
Transcontinental Lines. These rates are quite moderate—in most 
eases being considerably less than two cents a mile for the distance 
covered. Certain conditions as to dates of sale, however, are im- 
posed by the railroad lines. 


Liberal stop-overs at the many points of interest on the way, 
are allowed on both the going and the return journeys. Tickets 
may be bought good for one route on the going journey and an- 
other on the return. Rates of fare and dates of sale may be had 
on application to any ticket agent. 
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There are so many mestings of other organizations occurring 
in connection with the Conference on the days immediately preced- 
ing its meetings that ths dates of sale allowed for the lowest rates 
will be found convenient for the majority of those who are going 
to attend. Under the circumstances it has been found impossible 
to arrange dates that will please everyone. 


The excursion which has been arranged by the Social Workers 
Club of Boston, and which is described on another page, shows 
the kind of attractive journey which is possible. It is expected 
. that similar group trips will be made from Chicago and other cities. 

The railroad rates and conditions are planned to facilitate excur- 
sions of this kind. 

The following show some instances of the rates: 


From Chicago, $65.00; Peoria, $63.70; St. Louis, $62.50; Mem- 
phis, $74.85; Kansas City, Omaha, St. Joseph, St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, $55.00; with corresponding reductions from other points. 

These rates will be in effect June 22-29 inclusive for tickets 
limited to expire August 22nd, 1913, and also on various other dates 
throughout the summer. Slightly higher fares will be in effect daily 
from June ist to September 30th inclusive for tickets limited to 
expire October 3ist, 1913. 


Fares will be available for tickets to Portland, Ore., Van- 
couver, B. C., and also to other North Pacific Coast destinations as 
well as to Seattle, and fares will also be in effect applicablé for tick- 
ets reading through California on the going or return trip. Stop- 
overs will be allowed at numerous points enroute on the going and 
returning journeys within limit. Tickets may be issued reading 
through Colorado and Utah in one direction, and the Canadian 
Northwest in the other. 


Railroad Rates from the Pacific States 

A rate of one and one-third fare for the round trip on the certi- 
ficate plan has been made from California, Oregon and other terri- 
tory bordering on Seattle. This will make the fare from San Fran- 
cisco and return $34.15, from Los Angeles, $49.75, and other points 
in proportion A Receipt Certificate must be procured from the 
ticket agent when the ticket for the going trip is purchased and the 
certificate must be signed by the Secretary of the Conference at 
Seattle. Those holding certificates will please register as members 
at headquarters and deposit their certificates immediately upon ar- 
rival in Seattle. 

At the present date (May 26) this rate is only good for from 
July 3 to 14, but as the Golden Potlatch will take place immediately 
after the Conference, it is hoped to secure an extension of the rate.
